"HONGKONG. .

.DR. ADOLPHUS °.\ KECKELER, 


“ar, Adolphus T. Keckeler, ‘the celebrated 
scientist ond traveller; has been staying at the 
. Hongkong Hotel. He arrived from Manila in 
the Aosetia Maru a few days ago, and is on his 
way to #merica véz England,-where he will 
lecture at the . Universjtics: This famous- 
-son of, America, a native. of Kentucky, 
enjoys the advantage ‘of possessing ample 
means to ennble him tp pursue his scientific 
_ research without {gid from) any association or 
society, He-has visiled almost.every country 
“on the globe and made studies of their peoples 
and the geological cnstryction of the various 
places, - Much of his time has been spent $h 
the study of theeorigin and development of 
man, and he has ntade experiments along this 
line with the celebrated Darwin. He was also 
a friend of Dickens,e Tolstoi, the Brownings 
and many other famous men of tetters. He 
has been decorated hy Emperor William with 
the Red Engle af Cermany.for a work on 
science which he read in that country. 
CHINESE AND INDIANS, 

Dr. Keckeler believes that the Indian and 
the Chinese races were at one time analngous 
Through local canditions and environment, 
one or both have changed, until their present 
types have beth evolved. He cannot determine 
whether the yellow manor tlie red is te original 
type or which. most nearly approarhes the 
original type. As for Christian Science, he 
considers it an effect of the conditions of the 
mind, Ye has studied the subject and con: 
nects it with hypnotism. Perhaps the principal 
work which he has now on hand is the writing 
ofa newwolume ta be called The Tavetdilitv 
of Thoucht  \t deals with the effects of 
thought on the convolutions of the brain and 
the general influences of higher thinking: 

“We know not how we | originated,” 
said heto a Monehone Telegraph repnrter, 
“hor whither we are going. When’ J 
graduated efrom the university, 1 thanght 
T knew a lot but now at the age of three score 
years and more I know very little.” 

Dr, Keckeler keens his years well; he is aver 
six feet tall with a massive frame and is made 
the more distinguished Ino'cing by a snowy 
white patriarchal beard’*and hair, while his 
complexion and brilliant eyes are as youthful 
as ever, -In fact, he bears a striking resem- 
blance to the late John Ruskin.

The Shanghai ‘Taotai Yuan. Asu-yuon has 
recently written to the Consuls in that -port 
raising objections to foreign war-vessels going 
into Chinese inland waters, without preliminary 


notice, The despatch reads as follows :— 


“According, to the, instructions from the 
Acting High Commissioner -Li, Ming-chang 
of the Southern Ports, I hereby  indite 
this despatch, On ‘the 16th October, 1902, 
the Acting Governor. Ko ¥eng-shih, 
Kiangsi, received reports from the Bureau 
of Foreign Affairs and the Taotai at Kiukiang 
to the effect that during the month of July and 
August last, the British war-vessels Pigue, 
Mutine and Rosario arrived at Riukiang from 
Hankow and on the 28th July, 1902, at’ 4 pm. 
they went into the Poyang lake, Again the 
Japanese war-vessel Ataga also arrived at 
Kiukiang at nodn on 2gth July last and went 
into the Poyang lake on th 20th, while, again 
the British war vessel Zea! which arrived Kiu- 
kiangat 3 p m. on the 31st July lastfrom Shang: 
hai, proceeded, on the 2nd Angust, into the 
Poyang Jake. The Nurcau as well as the Taatai 
an one side have warned the local official to 
“protect” the warships while on the other 
hand, they. made reporis on the Provincial 
Governor, The. Bureau: and the Taotal 
say that the excuse a! the foreign . war 
vessels visiting the Yangtse river is for the 
protection of their nationals in ‘the open
